6. The Company shall have no liability whatsoever to any Buyer or any other person 
for or on account of any injury, loss or damage of any kind or nature sustamed by, or any 
damage assessed or asserted against, or any other liability incurred by or imposed upon any 
Buyer or any other person arising out of or in connection with or resulting from (i) the 
production, use or sale of any apparatus or product, or the practice of the Patent Applications 
and/or Licensed Patents; or (ii) any advertising or other promotional activities with respect to any 
of the foregoing; and each Buyer agrees to indemnify and defend the Company and its officers, 
directors, stockholders, employees and agents from and against any liability or expense arising 
from any such claim asserted by any party, including reasonable attomeys' fees. Such indemnity 
and defense obligation shall apply to any claims made by employees, subcontractors, 
sublicensees or other agents of any Buyer as well as any member of the general public. 

7. Miscellaneous.
